Recently the Government decided 
to await a report of condemnation 
commissioners on the value of the 
site before acquiring any property 
there, abandoning an earlier inten- 
tion to make direct purchases from 
willing owners. 

Valuations ranging from $5,291,- 
000 to $15,000,000 have been assigned 
by proponents and opponents of the 
memorial in the prolonged litiga- 
tion, while assessed value for tax- 
ation is about $5,500,000. If the 
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commissioners, who have not yet | 


been appointed, should determine 
the cost at more than the $9,000,000 
available, that would be another 
hurdle for the Government and the 
memorial proponents to get over.

Principal allegations 
by Muench in opposition to the

The $9,000,000 fund, consisting 
of $6,750,000 allotted by President 
Roosevelt from 1935 relief act 
funds and $2,250,000 contributed 
by the city from a bond issue, is 
insufficient to pay for the site. 

Congress has not made a neces- 
sary specific appropriation of 
money to pay for the property. 

The historic sites act, under 
which the memorial is planned, 
does not provide for use of Fed- 
eral funds in condemning real 
estate, and the 1935 relief act 
does not authorize expenditure of 
funds for purposes of the historic 
sites act or those described in 
the President’s allocation order. 

As an illegal delegation to the 

_ President of legislative authority, 
the 1935 relief act is invalid, and 
the act does not authorize ex- 
ee of the $6,750,000 for this 
site. 

Authority is lacking for the Sec- 

retary of the Interior to accept 

or spend the $2,250,000 put up by 
the city. 

The site does not possess excep- 

tional value as a historic area, 

as it includes only three small 
parcels of historical significance. 

_ Doubt As to Further Funds. 

Mayor Dickmann, ardent spon- 
sor of the memorial conceived as a 
$30,000,000 undertaking with the 
Federal Government paying 75 per 
cent of the cost, said on his return 
from Washington early this sum- 
mer that there was doubt the Fed- 
eral Government would appropriate 
funds beyond the $6,750,000. He 
hoped, however, that the Federal 
Government would gradually com- 
Plete the work, using funds regu- 
larly appropriated to the National 

k Service. 

The city’s $2,250,000 was provided 
out of the $7,500,000 bond issue of 
September, 1935, authorized by an 
election in which wholesale fraud 
has beerr shown. The city’s remain- 
ing bond issue funds can be used 
Only in the ratio of $1 for each $3 
of new money provided by the Fed- 
eral Government.

The Senate disposed late yester- 
day of the controversial issues 
‘raised by the original bill, ordering 
‘a committee to study the issues 
‘and make recommendations.

— The 
public debt reached $36,814,414,573 
today, a new high. 

In the little more than a month 
since the fiscal year began on July 
1, Federal expenditures have ex- 
ceeded income by $265,200,547. The

‘year was $130,730,041, but last year 
repaymerts of Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation loans were 
larger. 

For the current fiscal year, the 
President has estimated the deficit 
will be“held to about $400,000,000.

City Comparatively Normal. 

Revisiting Madrid after an ab- 
scence of seven months, I was sur- 
prised and impressed by the com- 
parative normality with which life 
in this front-line city goes on.

With the transfer cage lashed 
tightly against the shipping crate, 
Bob sniffed scornfully at the fruit 
and planted his 250 pounds square- 
ly in front of the door which was 
hinged to open inward. When Hein- 
rich Danisch, one of the partners 
owning the Paramount Aquarium, 
sought to induce him to move by 
gentle prods with a six-foot iron 
bar, Bob seized it with his large 
hands and without apparent effort 
drew it into the cage and threw it 
en the floor contemptuously.

AILURE to halt the increase in venereal 
F diseases, syphilis in particular, cannot be 

laid to lack of medical knowledge, but, 
rather, to failure to apply the knowledge in 
our possession. Medical authorities differ 
little in regard to what needs to be done. 
Most of them agree that the following are 
among the urgent requirements for putting 
the program on a sound scientific basis: 

1. Routine blood tests in all prenatal! cases, 
by both hospitals and private physicians, and 
competent early treatment of the syphilitic 
pregnant woman. 

2. Routine blood tests for every patient in 
every hospital and wherever else possible. 

3. Routine blood tests of all applicants for 
positions in the public service and for life 
insurance; also examination of employes in 
large industries and provision for treatment 
of those infected ‘(as is now being done by 
several large industrial concerns). 

4. The reporting and recording of all 
cases under a more uniform system than is 
now in force. 

5. The tracking of sources of infection and 
prevention of its spread. 

6. Close check on the activities of each 
patient to see that he continues treatment 
and co-operates with the doctor. 

7. The making available, to private physi- 
cians and clinics, of laboratory facilities and 
anti-syphilitic and other drugs in sufficient 
amount to treat all cases. 

8. The establishment of sufficient clinics 
to meet the present need, and the enlisting 
of enough capable doctors to man them and 
to care for the many patients who prefer 
to be treated by private physicians. 

9. The reconstruction of the majority of 
existing clinics, most of which are poorly 
organized and equipped. 

10. The re-education of physicians and 
public health officials, to use scientific and 
up-to-date methods in the fight. against 
syphilis and to secure greater uniformity in 
the control of gonorrhea. 

11. Education of the public in the nature, 
prevalence and prevention of the diseases. 

Only about 25 states now have so-called 
clinics for the treatment of venereal dis- 


| 


eases. Competent observers say these are 
often poorly equipped and undermanned. Re- 
garding gonorrhea, aside from the general 
social attitude, there is usually an unhealthy 
hospital attitude toward the work. In fact, 
the clinical treatment of gonorrhea, under 
the existing conditions, is one of the most 
thankless and‘least inspiring phases of med- 
ical work, and considerable credit is due 
those who have persevered against the odds. 

A tremendous amount of education is 
needed to remove the stigma of shame and 
moral turpitude from the syphilitic and to 
remedy the appalling misapprehension and 
indifference on the part of the public re- 
garding these diseases. Despite the multi- 
tude of innocent victims (the number has 
been put as high as 15 to 50 per cent for 
syphilis), the fact must be faced that a 
large proportion of these infections are ac- 
quired, now as they have always been, 
through direct exposure. Education which 
influences conduct has therefore an impor- 
tant place in the program for their control. 

That the undertaking, in a country of 130,- 
000,000 people, is a gigantic one, none can 
gainsay. Other countries, however, notably 
England and the Scandinavian nations, have 
shown that the problem can be mastered. In 
Sweden, gonorrhea has been reduced 50 per 
cent in the last two decades, and syphilis has 
become a rare disease. 

In the interests of a common humanity, as 
well as for our own personal security, all 
victims of these diseases must be treated. 
In one way or another, we all pay the cost. 
In the early stages, they are sources of in- 
fection; and, if not adequately treated, they 
will become public burdens in the later 
stages. A greater outlay of money for pre- 
vention and control will eventually mean less 
expenditure for the institutional care and 
treatment of tertiary-stage syphilis. 

Only concerted action will enable us to 
succeed. This is not a battle for the few. 
Our vast population must be taught that 
only by the co-operation of everyone—physi- 
cian, public-health official and the individ- 
ual citizen—can these virulent and ruinous 
scourges be conquered,

COVINGTON, Va, Aug. 7.—= 
Charles Mundy, striking employe 
of the Industrial Rayon Corpora- 
tion plant here, was convicted yes- 
terday of assault and battery when 
a member of a mob under Vir- 
ginia’s anti-lynching law. 

The verdict was returned at 3:45 
p. m. by a jury of Highland Coun- 
ty hill farmers in the court of 
Circuit Judge Benjamin. Haden 
after deliberating for an hour and 
five minutes. The jury fixed the 
penalty at two years in the State 
Penitentiary at Richmond. 

On Bond Pending Appeal. 

Sentence was at once imposed, 
but the 29-year-old member of the 
CIO Textile Workers’ Organizing 
Committee was admitted to bail in 
$3000 until Sept. 1, to permit his 
lawyers to perfect an appeal to the 
Virginia Supreme Court. 

Judge Haden overruled a de- 
fense motion that the verdict was 
contrary to the law and the evi- 
dence. After thanking the jurors 
and sending them back to their 
farms by cab, he turned to the pris- 
oner: “It has been argued that 
you have been caught between the 
union on one hand and a big com- 
pany on the other.” He said, “Of 
course I don’t know. But I do know 
that I wouldn’t go to the penitenti- 
ary for anybody. If anyone had set 
me up to do something for which 
I was convicted and sentenced, I 
would go-to the grand jury and 
make a clean breast of it in the 
hope that the judge would set aside 
the sentence. You know, the light’s 
always burning for the return of 
@ sinner.” 

One of 15 Indicted. 

Mundy was one of 15 striking em- 
ployes of the Industrial Rayon Cor- 
poration to. be indicted and was the 
third to be convicted. The prosecu- 
tion took a surprising turn yester- 
day morning when Glen Fowler an- 
other of the C I O members under 
indictment, walked into the Alle- 
ghany County courthouse and an- 
nounced to Judge Haden that he 
wished to plead guilty. 

The State’s closing arguments in 
the Mundy case began with a sum- 
mation of the testimony of the 15 
witnesses called to testify against 
him in the last two days. 

From their stories Prosecutor 
Collins built up a picture of a mob 
of 300 or 400 persons gathered out- 
side the plant on July 7 after word 
had gone out that it was about to 
be reopened. This mob, he said, 
set upon returning workers, beat 
some of them and overturned two 
automobiles. The testimony clearly 
showed he went on, that Mundy 
was a member of the crowd and 
that he had struck one of the re- 
turning workers. 

The Virginia law fixes a penalty 


member of a mob that gathers with 
the intention of committing vio- 
lence, he explained, adding that 


there could be no question that | 


Mundy was a member of such a 
mob. 

He declared: 

“The disorder and unlawful con- 
duct that occurred does not belong 
in this part of the country. Here 
every man has a right to earn his 
bread by the sweat of his brow.
